Pelton will be formally sentenced Jan. 
4 by Judge Tom Ryan of the I99th 
District Court. He rem ains free on 
bond. 
Providing key testimony in the trial 
was Jackie O’Neal, the murdered 
m an's stepdaughter who plead guilty 
to the m urder two months ago and 
received a 45-year sentence. 
Ms. O’Neal told the jury that Pelton, 
her boyfriend at the tim e of the 
m urder, had full knowledge of her 
plans and assisted her in planning the 
m urder and robbery of her stepfather. 
She also testified that Pelton provided 
her the m urder weapon. 
District Attorney Tom O’Connell 
adm itted the nine-year sentence for 
m urder was lenient but added that it 


Incentives 
May Reduce 
Heart Disease 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Calorie- 
cutting restaurant dishes and lower 
insurance rates for people who lose 
weight might help reduce the threat of 
heart disease for many Americans, 
says a new report to the government. 
The report, with some sections 
deleted, was released by the National 
Heart, Lung and Blood Institute under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 
It recommends new approaches to 
fighting h eart disease, still the 
nation’s No. I killer, although the 
num ber of deaths has declined to 
below I million a year since 1975. 
The report said restaurants could be 
encouraged to follow the lead of a 
Houston, Texas, restaurant chain in 
modifying menus. 
T hese re sta u ra n ts have begun 
listing the caloric content of a few 
menu items chosen for their limited 
fat and calories and prepared with 
polyunsaturated oils. 
Rather than fighting the food in­ 
dustry, which spends more than $1 
billion 
a 
year 
on 
advertisin g , 
government should join forces with 
industry, said the report prepared by 
Dr. Albert Stunkard of the University 
of Pennsylvania.

The m urder victim, 58-year old 
Victor Birch Mannkin, was reported 
missing from his Princeton home by 
his wife on Mar. 4. He was the subject 
of an intensive county wide search by 
the Sheriff’s Department and local 
police officers. 
His body was found one week after 
the m urder in an abandoned house in 
rural Culleoka in northeast Collin 
County. The Dallas County medical 
examiner ruled death by homicide in 
the shooting. 
Pelton has IO days in which to file an 
appeal for a new trial. His attorney 
has not indicated his client’s in­ 
tentions in m atters of appeal. 
Braniff Connections 
Secure Air Route 


GRA PEV IN E, Texas (U PI) — 
Officials of the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Regional Airport Board say Braniff 
International’s connecting flights in 
the Southwest resulted in its being 
awarded the Dallas-to-Londori route. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board had 
recommended Pan American for the 
flights but President Carter Wed­ 
nesday 
overruled 
th at 
recom ­ 
mendation.

better connections on this end,” said 
Ernie Dean, executive director of the 
airport board. 
A D-F'W official said Pan Am makes 
only one flight daily into D-FW while 
Brannii m akes 152 of the 300 incoming 
flights. 
Braniff plans for one daily 747 flight 
with a round trip ticket as low as $349. 
After the announcement of the 
award was announced by the White 
House, Braniff officials issued a news 
release and members of the airport 
board held a news conference to 
comment on the announcement. 
“ Braniff is extremely pleased and 
honored to have been selected after 
careful consideration by the president 
as the United States flag carrier to 
provide non-stop service between 
Dallas-Fort Worth and London,” said 
Braniff board chairm an Harding L. 
Lawrence. 
“ By this decision, the president has 
d em o n strated his 
dedication to 


providing the American people, in­ 
cluding those in Texas and the South­ 
west, with the most competitive, 
lowest priced air service possible.” 
Lawrence said Braniff immediately 
will file with the CAB a wide range of 
fares including the $349 standby round 
trip ticket and a coach round trip 
ticket price of $818. Braniff said the 
prices compare to $896 from Dallas to 
New York to London and back. 


A irport spokesm en said flights 
could begin within 60 days. 
During its presentation to the CAB, 
Braniff claimed its extensive feeder 
flights from points in the Southwest to 
DFW for the London leg 
would 
generate so much revenue the actual 
price of the flight to London could be 
kept low. 
One m em ber of the CAB board 
strongly denounced the initial Pan Am 
recommendation because of Braniff’s 
strength in the Southwest. 
Henry Stuart, chairm an of DFW 
Board, cheered the selection. 


“The Braniff proposal gives us the 
frequency of service we all like,” 
Stuart said. “ I think the president saw 
the m erits of Braniff’s proposal and 
the ability of Braniff to give better 
service than Pan Am.”

Colonel Wilson E. Speir, director of 
the Texas Department 
of Public 
Safety, today estimated that traffic 
accidents in Texas during the com­ 
bined Christmas 
and 
New 
Year 
weekends will claim 71 lives. 
He noted, however, that some of the 
deaths could be prevented if motorists 
would drive carefully and participate 
in the state’s “ Light the Way for a 
Safe Holiday” program 
Speir said 41 deaths are likely to 
occur in the Christmas period from 6 
p.m. Friday, December 23, through 
midnight Monday, December 26. 
Another 30 traffic fatalities are 
estimated for the New Year holiday 
which extends from 6 p.m. Friday, 
D ecem ber 30, through m idnight 
Monday, January 2. 1978. 
The “ Light the Way for a Safe 
H oliday” program calls on all 
motorists in Texas to drive with their 
low-beam headlights turned on in the 
daytime, as well as night, during the 
Christmas and New Year weekends. 
“We feel this ‘Light the Way’ 
program , 
p a rticu larly 
with 
widespread participation on the part 
of drivers, will serve as a very 
meaningful reminder to others to 
drive safely,” Speir said. 
The DPS director observed that 
traffic deaths in Texas are currently 
running about ll per cent over 1976, 
with much of this increase caused by 
the fact that three out 
of four 
motorists are violating the 55 mile 
speed limit.

Persons selecting a new pet are also 
asked 
to 
take 
it 
straight 
to 
a 
v e terin arian for vaccination and 
worming With proof of vaccination, a 
city tag can then be purchased for $1 
at the city’s health department. 
The tag insures that the animal can 
be returned to its owner if it becomes 
lost. The pound which is located on 
East FM 544 at the service center 
often has pets that wear an out of state 
vaccination tag 
Unfortunately these are not easy to 
trace 
Whitley calls the pound the 
“biggest lost and found department in 
the county.” 
We do all we can to trace the 
animal through the vet listed on the 
tag, 
he stressed 
“Sometimes it’s 
pretty hard to do since people are 
moving into Plano from all over the 
world 
“They just don’t bother to change 
the tags on their dogs or cats,” 
Whitley explained 
“ I don’t think 
some of the new ones even know we’re 
here. They may be looking for their 
animal 
in 
Dallas 
or 
Richardson 
shelters ” 
Each anim al is supposed to be 
adopted 
a fte r 
five 
days, 
but 
sometimes the rules are bent a little if 
the dog or cat is wearing a tag 
The men always try to reunite pets 
and owners but if this is not possible. 


they search for new homes. The 
shelter has been very successful with 
this policy as only three dogs have had 
to be destroyed in recent months All 
three were sick or injured. 
The pound places all its cats easily 
Those who are not adopted at the 
shelter are given to an Allen man who 
runs a large stable. 
The cats are put out in the barns to 
chase mice and the youngsters who 
board their horses there often “steal” 
a cat for themselves or a friend 
Stressing that they are well cared 
for, Whitley said the man has taken at 
least 60 cats One day, he was given 
37. 


The shelter handles about 300 cats a 
month, although most of these are 
retrieved by their owners. Unwanted 
kittens also make up a large portion of 
the cat inventory 
Whitley said the shelter recently 
had to take back some unexpected 
puppies 
A woman adopted a dog 
several months ago without knowing 
it was pregnant. 
The dog had 11 puppies and the new 
owner was able to find a home for 
seven. The four black, part-Labrador 
puppies are now hoping to be a 
Christmas present.

Question: Dear Dr. Greenstone, My husband and I always 
try to make things equal for the children at Christmastime. 
But no matter how hard we try, the children always claim 
that we gave one more than the other. Explaining does no 
good, plus they are missing the point of Christmas. How is 
the best way to handle this? 
Dear Reader, Kids are distinctive individuals. Treat them as 
such, and let them know that the way in which you deal with 
them, or that the things you buy for them are decided upon 
based on these differences. To feel that each child in the 
family must be treated equally, often is very frustrating for 
mom and dad, as well as demeaning to the children involved. 
To be treated like everyone else, without regard for 
dissimilarities in needs and desires, tends to reduce the 
image of self rather than to increase it. 
No child is born into the same family. Each child is born 
into a different family constellation, these differences being 
dependent on where in line the child was born, ie., first born, 
second born, etc. This accounts, in part for, as well as em ­ 
phasizes, the individual differences that are seen in children. 
Different kids require different things and have different 
desires. As parents, we can assist the development of a 
positive self-image in our children by recognizing their 
uniqueness, and by responding to them in an open and direct 
way. 
When your youngster comes complaining that he did not 
get the same things that his brother did, or that you bought 
something for his sister that he did not get, relate your 
buying choices to his unique speciality. Recognize his 
feelings and then his individuality. For example, “Jim my, I 
know that you are upset because Billy got something that 
you didn’t. When I chose your gifts, I selected them 
especially for you. And when I chose Billy’s, I did the same 
thing. I don’t buy the same things for both of you because you 
both are not the sam e people. You are different. Each of you 
is special to me in a unique way, and I make my decisions 
about you based on your specialness and no oneelse’s.” 
Whatever you do, do not go into long elaborations about the 
amount of money spent on each, or that they both should be 
happy with what they got, or that there are children in 
Pakistan who do not get any presents, or that he is selfish 
just like his father. Tune in to his feelings. Then talk of his 
specialness and uniqueness to you.

Two-way communication is very 
difficult when the person you are talking to is in the same neighborhood and he does not have 
a way toreduce his CB transceiver s R F gain. 
Microphone Gain Not found on every CB radio, this control adjusts the amount of audio 
power being fed from the mike to the audio stage of your transceiver. It increases (or 
decreases) talk power CB radio operators should be very careful not to overmodualte their 
sets and cause “ bieedover” onto other channels. 
“ S ' Meter This is a front panel meter that serves a two fold purpose It allows you to know 
that you are “ talking” over the air on transmit and gives a relative incoming signal strength 
reading on received signals.

Three Players Suspended 
By Arkansas’ Lou Holtz 


Season tickets are bound to go fast in 1978 
for the Plano Senior High School football 
games. 
It is hard not to look ahead to next year 
following Plano’s capture of the Class AAA A 
State Championship last weekend at Texas 
Stadium over Port Neches-Groves, 13-10. 
District 13-AAAA should be the strongest 
loop in the state - bar none - for the following 
reasons: 


1. Plano - the Wildcats won the state 
championship. What more need be said? 
2. Highland Park - quarterfinalists in the 
state playoffs and a new addition to the 
district in 1978. The Scots had Plano down 
28-0 before Plano rallied to win in the finals 
seconds, 29-28. 
3. Sherman - they finished in a co­ 
championship with Plano for the district 
title th.s year and actually had a better 
season record after IO games than Plano, 9- 
0-1. The Bearcats have not lost a game since 
1975 when Plano beat them, 17-8. They tied 
Plano this year, 14-14, won the district in 
1976 bu tied twice during that season to 
Plano, 13-13 and to Temple in the playoffs. 
They were rated number one in preseason in 
1977 and will be rated high again. 
4. The rest of the pack - with Plano, 
Highland Park and Sherman leading the 
way, tie rest of the pack figures to get lost in 
the shuffle. But, Greenville and Denison are 
always proving 
to

surprises 
and 
Richardson can never be counted out. Lake 
Highlands is another team that will win 
their stare of games despite a lowly season 
in 1977 Berkner and Pearce are also rans. 
So, hat is just a glimpse at the 1978 
season School officials are already an- 
ticipatng big crowds for the Wildcat games 
- especially Sherman and Highland Park. 


Sherman will be coming to Plano for the 
second year in a row (I wonder what those 
Bearcats think of that?) but Plano will have 
to travel to Highland Park. 
Highland Park and Plano should be a 
matchup that will attract statewide at­ 
tention after their quarterfinal meeting this 
year. However, Highlander Stadium seats 
something less than 9,000 (including stan­ 
ding room only) and the attendance can 
easily be much greater. 
So, school officials are already discussing 
the possibility of using Texas Stadium for 
the game, the same place they drew 37,000 to 
in the playoffs. They probably couldn’t draw 
that again in the regular season, but at­ 
tendance would be much greater than the 
9,000 that Highlander Stadium could serve. 
Imagine, however, if Highlander Stadium 
remains the site of the game. Tickets could 
probably be scalped for a fortune. (And 
scalping is now legal in Texas). 


Now that football is over, it is time to 
concentrate on basketball. Plano Senior 
High has two fine teams - the girls that were 
Regional Finalists in 1976 and the boys who 
are proving to be contenders this year for 
the 13-AAAA title. 
Basketball has several advantages to fans 
during this time of the year. Unlike football, 
basketball in played indoors where it is 
warm. It is also cheaper to watch - ad­ 
mission is $1.50 for adults. 
Plano’s Activities Building has plenty of 
room for fans so crowded conditions is no 
excuse for not going. Plus, basketball is a 
continuous action sport and very vocal. 
Try attending a game at least once - try it 
because you might like it.

DEAR POLLY — Spread small limbs or leavts from an 
eucalyptus tree under furniture, behind draperes and so 
on and leave for several days.
